Construction of the proposed 
$89,000,000 downtown sports| 
stadium would begin within 18 | 
months after the city finally 
approves the project, under 
terms of the development plan | 
submitted today. 


Efforts to obtain city approval | 


were launched when Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker received the 
plan from Civic Center Rede- 
velopment Corp., sponsor of the 
proposed stadium and support- 
ing facilities. 

The proposed redevelopment 
would cover a 3l-block, 82-acre 
area beside the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial, and 
includes a deteriorated sector 
south of the city’s central busi- 
ness district. 

Under terms of the plan, the 
first stage of development, cost- 
ing more than $58,000,000, would 
begin immediately after enact- 
ment of enabling ordinances and 
execution of a contract between 
the city and the corporation. The 


_area already has been desig- 


nated as blighted for redevelop- 
ment purposes. 
Later Construction. 


Three office buildings, com- 
mercial and retail facilities, and 
possibly a bus terminal would 
be erected later. The plan’s 
timetable provided that the last 
phase of the entire development, 
construction of a parking ga- 
rage, would begin within six 
years after approval of the plan. 


The development proposal will 
be given to the City Plan Com- 
mission for study and recom- 
mendations. Under procedural 
ordinances of the city, the plan 
cannot be acted on by the Board 
of Aldermen until after a 90-day 
period has elapsed. 

Preston Estep, vice president 
of the redevelopment corpora- 
tion, presented the plan to the 


‘Mayor in a brief ceremony at- 


tended by most of the other 
officers of the sponsoring group. 
They expressed their hope that 
the aldermen would approve the 
proposal as quickly as possible 
after the 90-day period. 

Mayor Tucker responded that 
he was “delighted to receive 
this proposal,” and said it would 
be given immediate considera- 
tion by city officials. 

Although negotiations have 
been conducted with sources of 
private investment capital for 
Jong-term financing of the devel- 
opment, no definite commit- 
ments can be obtained until the 
plan has been approved, Estep 
said. 

Pledges to Be Sought. 

The sponsors announced that 
solicitation of pledges to the 
$20,000,000 equity capital fund 
will be renewed, now that the 
plan has been completed and 
submitted to the city. 

Subscription pledges totaling 
$17,160,000 were quickly re- 
ceived from business firms and 
individuals when the initial so- 
licitation began. No additional 
subscriptions were accepted in 
recent months because sufficient 
funds were available for the 
planning stage now nearing 
completion.

Immediate action to give the 
St. Louis County Police Depart- 
ment more manpower and ve- 
hicles, adequate quarters, and 
an increase in pay was urged to- 
day by the county grand jury. 

The grand jury, in a partial 
report to Circuit Judge Robert 
G. J. Hoester, also urged 
prompt action to get enabling 
legislation that would permit 
county residents to vote more 
money for police purposes. 

County candidates for the Gen- 
eral Assembly have been invited 
to meet with the grand jury in 
the Courthouse at Clayton to- 
night for a discussion of the re- 
port and recommendations. 

Compliments Department. 

The grand jury complimented 
the efficiency of the county police 
department under existing condi- 
tions.

Dr. Addison M. Duval, direc- 
tor of the State Division of Men- 
tal Diseases, said the program 
is planned in two-year periods, 
extending from 1961 to 1971. To- 
tal cost was not estimated.

Duval proposed an $876,156 ex- 
penditure for hiring additional 


hospitals, $600,000 for community 
mental health services to pro- 
vide all psychiatric services for 
children and adults, and $744,073 
for rehabilitation of state hos- 
pitals at St. Louis, Fulton and 
St. Joseph.

‘Wants U.S. Matching 
Funds for University 
Operation of Co-Op- 


erative Projects. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
says the United States must pro- 
vide the facilities, the opportu- 
nity and the freedom for explora- 
tion by “the scientist with the 
vaulting imagination.” 

To meet the Soviet challenge in 
science, he proposes Government 
sponsorship of a major new pro- 
gram for basic research, calling 
for federal matching funds for 
university operation of co-opera- 
tive programs across the coun- 
try. 

Nixon discussed ‘‘the scientific 
revolution” in the second of a 
series of papers, released last 
night, aimed at giving his views 
in depth on various subjects. The 
first, dealing with Communism 
was issued Aug. 20. 


Nixon said the next Congress 
should authorize the National 
Science Foundation to take the 
leadership in sponsoring the vast 
new program for basic research. 

“By sponsor, I do not mean 
control, finance and operate,” 
the Vice President emphasized. 
‘Th program should be con- 

ducted through a number of 
| basic research institutes located 
in the principal geographical 
areas of the country. 

“Financial support of these 
institutions should be as much 
as possible a joint public and 
_private enterprise, with both 
federal and state governments 
participating on one hand and 
universities, private industry 
and foundations on the other. 
The federal funds should be 
made available on a matching 
basis with state and private con- 
tributions.” 


Under his proposal the re- 
search institutes would be estab- 
lished co-operatively by uni- 
versities engaged in graduate re- 
search and governed by boards 
created by the universities.

Pan American World Airways 
“and Eastern Airline have paid 
fine for unatifactory airplane 
{naintenance. The Federal Avia- 
tion Agency said yesterday Pan 
American’s paid $1500 and East- 
ern paid $1000. 

The FAA said Pan American’s 
violations involved a DC.7 which 
had to feather a propeller 54 
minutes after takeoff for Hono- 
lulu last Oct. 17, and return to 
San Francisco, and another 
DC-7 which had an engine fail- 
ure while preparing to take off 
from San Francisco for Lon- 
don Oct. 31. Im the first case | 
the trouble resulted from the up- 
side down installation of a piston 
ring. The other resulted from 
failure to replace a valve part in 
an earlier engine servicing. 

The FAA said Eastern’s of- | 
fenses stemmed from operation 
of an Electra propjet on five 
scheduled flights last May 13 to 
17 while it was not in airworthy 
condition.

What About Sugar Creek? 


As president of the Barretts Com- 
munity Association, which has been 
fighting for years to induce the 
Metropolitan Sewer District to 
cease dumping increasingly large 
amounts of raw sewage from Kirk- 
wood into Sugar creek — I have 
naturally been very interested in 
all the recent news articles and let- 
ters to the editors regarding the 
Gravois and Coldwater creek bond 
issue elections. 


Suddenly the M.S.D., the health 
officials and the press have become 
very concerned about the high coli- 
form count and the raw sewage 
flowing through the creeks of St. 
Louis county, We have been in- 
terested in this horrible health haz- 
ard for several years. The wide- 
spread interest and publicity seems 
to have occurred only after the 
M.S.D. decided to put on a drive to 
obtain $15,000,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money. 

This same agency was ordered 
over a year ago by the State Pollu- 
tion Board and the County Health 
Department to stop contaminating 
Sugar creek. We tried to get suf- 
ficient publicity at that time to 
bring pressure to bear on M.S.D.; 
we even had warning signs erected 
all along the creek, giving the exact 
coliform count of the water in the 
creek. 


If the M.S.D. is really interested 
in the health of the citizens of St. 
Louis county, the first thing they 
will do is stop by-passing raw sew- 
age from their own sewage treat- 
ment plant into our creek. They 
already own five acres of ground 
which they promised the State Pol- 
lution Board and the County Health 
Department, over a year ago, they 
would use for a sewage lagoon to 
correct the pollution of Sugar 
creek. They have the financial 
means to construct this lagoon — 
and we have in our files letters

We have found that the M.S.D. 
is completely beyond the reach of 
everyone including the County 
Health Department and the State 
Pollution Board. Their board is 
non-elective, and the whole organi- 
zation is completely unresponsive 
to the citizens.

No Religious Test 


During the presidential campaign of 1928, 
the Post-Dispatch published an editorial un- 
der the heading, “Religious Bigotry at Work.” 
It dealt with an oath alleged to be taken by 
members of the Knight of Columbus. We 
pointed out that this hoary fake had been 
exposed many times; that people who circu- 
lated it had been convicted of libel; that a 
committee of Masons of high standing had 
investigated it and condemned it as utterly 
bogus; that the only obligation taken by 
members of the Knights of Columbus in this 
country is one to uphold the United States 
Constitution and to discharge the duties of a 
good citizen. 


Thirty-two years after we published that 
editorial, the fake “Knights of Columbus 
oath” is again being circulated, again in a 
presidential election campaign. Just as the 
bigots and the yahoos then were using it to 
arouse prejudice against Alfred E. Smith, 
now they are using it against Senator John 
F. Kennedy. We say again what we said on 
July 29, 1928: 


“It is difficult to conceive of persons so 
credulous as to be influenced by such palpa- 
bly false and malignant material. But the 
surreptitious circulation of it shows the 
length to which religious and partisan bigotry 
will go in attempting to play upon ignorance 
and credulity for their own purposes.” 

. * * 


We hope and believe that religious bigotry 
is less significant today than it was in 1928. 
But, regrettably, there is evidence that too 
many people are preoccupied with the re- 
ligious affiliations of the presidential candi- 
dates to the exclusion of what really matters 
—the candidates’ views on the great issues, 
and their qualifications for the presidency. 
President Eisenhower’s appeal that religious 
prejudice be laid on the shelf for the rest of 
the campaign is timely and laudable. 


Senator Kennedy has fully and frankly an- 
swered all the questions that can fairly be 
asked of him because of his religious affilia- 
tion. He has expressed himself unequivocally 
in favor of the separation of church and state 
as contemplated by the Constitution. He has 
said clearly that he opposes public support 
for religious schools. His views in this area, 
indeed, have been delineated much more 
sharply than Vice President Nixon’s, even to 
the point of bringing him criticism from some 
Catholic sources; but he has stood his ground. 


As for the oft-told tale that Senator Kenne- 
dy in 1950 bowed to an archbishop’s ukase 
against his attending the dedication of Dr. 
Daniel Poling’s inter-faith chapel, we see 
nothing sinister in it. Senator Kennedy had 
been invited in order to circumvent and em- 
barrass the Philadelphia archdiocese, and he 
was quite within his rights in refusing thus 
to be used.

Basically, the answer to prejudice is com- 
mon sense. Laying sectarian and doctrinal 
disputes aside, the simple political reality in 
the United States is that no President could 
permit Vatican interference in American civil 
affairs without sacrificing his leadership of 
the whole people; and no President, a Catho- 
lic least of all, is going to do that. 


The founders of our Government were 
enormously wise when, in addition to barring 
any religious establishment, they wrote into 
the Constitution the principle that “no re- 
ligious test shall ever be required as a quali- 
fication to any office or public trust under 
the United States.” Centuries of religious con- 
flict and war had taught them that quarrels 
between sects and religions cannot be settled 
by political means, and that a free people 
must insist on total separation of the two 
realms. Today the principle needs to flourish 
just as vigorously—not bcause of any effect 
on the fortunes of a particular candidate, but 
because of the effect on the social health of 
the American community. 


The principle will live only as it is con- 
scientiously applied by all of us. And this 
means, quite simply, that it is part of the 
American political faith that we do not meas- 
ure a presidential candidate by what church 
he attends—or by whether he attends any 
church at all 


Defectors to the Soviets 


Why should two presumably intelligent 
young men walk off their jobs with the super- 
secret National Security Agency, turn traitor 
to their country and go to work for the Soviet 
Union? “Many Americans will ask that ques- 
tion now that Bernon Mitchell and William 
Martin have been presented to correspond- 
ents at a Moscow press conference and have 
related the story of their defection, suitably 
~ ir to fit the Soviets’ current propaganda 
ine, 

The Pentagon says that one of the defectors 
is “mentally sick” and that both are “obvi- 
ously confused.” No one is likely to quarrel 
with that, but one may wonder why the sick- 
ness and the confusion did not become appar- 
ent to authorities earlier. And one may won- 
der with Senator Mansfield “how they could 
have been hired by an agency that is supposed 
to screen thoroughly and carefully its 
employes.” 

There are indications that the men were 
under pressure from Soviet agents and: that 
a complex effort was made to get them behind 
the Iron Curtain through Mexico and Cuba. 
Why should the Russians go to such lengths? 
The men were relatively obscure mathemati- 
cal analysts, but their defection, when proc- 
essed by the Soviet propaganda robots, could 
be made to sound like a major event. Mitchell 
and Martin have given no evidence of under- 
Standing what sort of propaganda weapon 
they have handed the Russians. 

There has been no Government admission 
that the defectors took with them information 
of any great value to a potential enemy. Their 
jobs apparently were not that important, But 
the incident suggests either more careful 
screening methods for prospective employes 
of sensitive agencies, or a re-examination of 
personnel policies within the agencies, 

That is apparently what President Eisen- 
hower had in mind when he told his press 
conference Wednesday that security proce- 
dures should be serutinized to make as cer- 
tain as possible that weak, irresponsible or 
treasonable persons do not occupy sensitive 
posts. Such an examination should not be 
subject to exploitation for political purposes, 
and we doubt whether anything constructive 
will come of the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee inquiry. 


The incident is a reminder that the problem 


of weeding out security risks without violat- 
ing individual rights is still with us. It is 
a problem that may never be completely 
solved in a free society, but efforts to find the 
answer should be unremitting. 


Quit or Be Ousted 


If Mrs. Irma H. Friede does not resign 
from the St. Louis School Board by the time 
it meets next Tuesday then that body has no 
alternative but to institute legal proceedings 
to oust her. 


This conclusion is inevitable, we think, 
from the report of the Board’s own attorney 
that evidence turned up in an inquiry into 
Mrs. Friede’s use of school employes on 
school time for her private purposes justifies 
legal action for her removal. The June term 
grand jury told her to quit; the jurors indi- 
cated they would have charged her with 
stealing except that the statute of limitations 
had run. She saw fit to ignore that report, 
but she ignores the report of the Board’s 
own attorney at her own peril. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals held in the 
McCaffery case that the private use of school 
employes on school time by a Board member 


_constituted “‘gross misconduct” and justified 


the ouster of Dr. James J. McCaffery, once 
the Board’s president. But what about the 
private exploitation of school employes on 
their own time? In effect that is the charge 
against Charles J. Dyer, whose resignation 
also was called for by the grand jury. 


Emmet T. Carter, the Board’s attorney, 
says that Mr. Dyer has produced evidence he 
paid the school mechanics who worked for 
him and that this is “not in direct contraven- 
tion of any statute.” But the grand jury re- 
ported that many school craftsmen complained 
about having to give up their Saturdays and 
Sundays and evenings simply to please a 
Board member, for fear of being demoted, 
suspended or fired on some pretext. 


Mr. Carter evidently thinks that this does 
not constitute “gross -misconduct.” But isn’t 
that a serious enough matter for the courts 
to decide? In the McCaffery case, prosecuted 
by two individual Board members, the circuit 
court was willing enough to overlook his use 
of school mechanics on school time—the pres- 
ent justification for action against Mrs. Friede 
—but the Court of Appeals quickly struck 
down that easy view. 


If the Board won’t act against Mr. Dyer, 
then it will be up to those members who con- 
sider Mr. Dyer guilty of gross misconduct to 
seek his ouster on their own, as they have 
had to do in the cases of Dr. McCaffery, for- 
mer Building Commissioner Fletcher and the 
present Building Commissioner, James Mor- 
rell. 


20 for Withholding 


Two years ago, when Missouri first seri- 
ously considered pay-as-you-go income taxa- 
tion, a dozen states practiced withholding. Six 
states joined the withholding ranks last year, 


and this year Georgia and Louisiana added © 


themselves to the movement. Thus 20 of the 
35 states which have income taxes now col- 
lect them in the time-tested federal method. 
Each has found that withholding brings in 
more revenue without higher tax rates. We 
cite this trend as one which Missouri can- 
not resist when its Legislature meets next 
year except to its own loss. 


Warning on the Congo 


As President Eisenhower said, the United 
States must take “a most serious view” of 


the dispatch of planes and other military . 


equipment by the Soviet Union té the Congo. 
And so should the rest of the world. Restora- 
tion of order—there no longer can be talk 
of its preservation—in the former Belgian 
colony should be left to the United Nations 
and the special force it now has on’ the 
scene. Secretary General Hammarskjold says 
the U.N. must try to halt outside interference. 


The extent of Russian interference is not 
clear, but this only raises the suspicion that 
Communist elements may have gone even 
farther in working at cross-purposes with the 
U.N. than at the moment meets the eye. Such 
trouble-making is calculated automatically to 
embarrass the West and to extend Soviet in- 
fluence among the new nations. Yet Moscow 
should ask whether in the Congo it may not 
have more to lose than to gain. 


First of all, unilateral intervention might 
make the difficult task of the U.N. altogether 
impossible. It could not be indefinitely ig- 
nored by the other powers, so it carries the 
threat of another Korea or a worse war. The 
Western powers have shown restraint by 
leaving the U.N. mission largely in the hands 
of Africans and Asians. It is up to Russia, 
especially since Khrushchev is set on appear- 
ing before the U.N. General Assembly, to 
show at least equal restraint. 


The Kremlin should recognize as the White 
House did that “the constitutional structure 
of the Congo republic is a question which 
should be worked out peacefully by the Con- 
golese themselves.” For this there still is hope 
even after the mutual depositions of Premier 
Lumumba and President Kasavubu. Confused 
as it may be, the National Assembly has set 
aside the actions of both men, and has set 
up a committee to mediate between them. 
Conceivably, this committee also may mediate 
the differences between Lumumba and the 
secessionists. It could become the “constitu- 
tional convention” of the Congo, bringing an 
end to the civil war and working out an agree- 
ment under which all can live. 


It would be wise for Russia, instead of in- 
flaming passions, to let the Congo alone to 
find stability as best it may. Any other course 
will utterly demolish its pretensions of de- 
votion to peace, 


No Help for Lead and Zinc 


President Eisenhower’s veto of the lead 
and zinc bill, though not entirely unexpected, 
was nevertheless disappointing. Admittedly 
a stop-gap device, the measure was intended 
only to conserve the mines and their work

zinc, and preferably other metals also, could 
be worked out. If the Administration rejects 
the interim plan offered by Congress, its re- 
sponsibility would seem to be to offer a better 
one, or one at least as good; neither of which 
it has done, :

“‘Oh, yes, there’s been some, here and 
there. But it’s slow. So slow.” 

But were the Congressman to ask a 
Middle Easterner or an Asian about 
change and progress in this part of 
the world, the answer would probably 
be quite different. ‘“‘Change?” says the 
Asian, astounded that anyone could 
even ask such a question. ‘But our 
whole world has changed!” 

In India, for example, the Congress- 
man might be told by American ani- 
mal husbandry experts ‘of their hopes 
for increasing the country’s critically 
short food supply by improving cattle 
breeds and eliminating the strays that 
consume vast quantities of already 
limited fodder. But to a substantial 
degree efforts of the technicians have 
been thwarted, since cows are sacred 
in India. 


In Iran, the Congressman might be 
told of an American combine that was 
deliberately burned by the very vil- 
lagers it was intended to aid. The 
peasants had supplemented meager 
earnings by filching a few handfuls of 
grain each day during harvest. The 
efficient operation of the combine, 
however, excluded the possibility of 
the petty thievery on which the peas- 
ants felt their lives depended.

in mixed society, Today, say some Af- 
ghans with enthusiasm and hope, 
women can begin to teach, work in 
factories. 

Ask an Indian if there have been 
major changes in his country in the 
past few years and he says that indeed 
there have been: caste, for one thing, 
is breaking down. Tradition and re- 
ligion decreed that a man was born 
to perform certain jobs in exchange 
for his daily bread. In recent years, 
however, factory owners have tended 
to break through caste and class lines 
in hiring personnel. 


Or ask Indian village social workers 
and doctors if they have seen change, 
and possibly they will point to the 
shrines to the Hindu goddess of small- 
pox that are falling into disrepair. 
Can it be, wonder the villagers, that 
the doctors are right, that vaccination 
can control what they once thought 
was the exclusive province of the 
goddess? 

For the Americans it may be true 
that the change is painfully slow.

Between Book Ends _ Last Great Sheriff 


PAT GARRETT: A biography of the 
famous marshal and killer of Billy 
the Kid, by Richard O'Connor. 
(Doubleday, 286 pgs., $3.95.) 


Patrick Floyd Garrett was born on 
June 5, 1850, in Alabama, but spent 
most of his boyhood in Louisiana. His 
first job was as a cowhand in Dallas 
county, Texas, After working as a 
cowboy for six years he became a 
buffalo-hide huhter. Then, in 1878, 
Pat wandered into the Pecos Valley, 
worked for several of the ranchers 
there, and married a Mexican woman. 
He was elected sheriff of Lincoln 
county in the fall of 1880 and shot and 
killed the notorious outlaw, Billy the 
Kid, the following summer. 

The fame of Sheriff Pat Garrett, of 
course, rests mainly on his killing of 
the notorious outlaw, Billy the Kid. It 
was an echo of the Lincoln county war 
and an effective check to lawlessness 
in northeastern New Mexico. Shooting 


the infamous outlaw was not all glory 
for Pat, however, as many thought he 
was a conniving, treacherous fellow 
who lured the gallant devil-may-care 
Kid to his destruction, or at best a 
human bloodhound, without a flicker 
of compassion in hig makeup. Many 
fuzzy-minded romantics seemed 


think Pat Garrett had been ungracious

became restless, Turning from 
pursuit to another, he became in turn 


that particular level of progress with 
which they are most intimately in- 
volved: technical change. Asians 
speak of that which touches them most 
closely: social change. 

But what concern is that of the 
American Government? What justifi- 
cation is it for the millions of Amer- 
ican taxpayers’s dollars spent on for- 
eign aid? 

There are at least two answers to 
these questions which the Congress- 
man might consider before his next 
flying visit to Asia. The first is that 
the kind of social changes which the 
Asians see taking place all about them 
are a key to the ultimate effectiveness 
of American foreign aid. 


For example: Before the combine 
can be peacefully and fruitfully intro- 
duced to the Iranian peasant, there 
will have to be, in most cases, a 
change in the ancient land tenure laws 
that will give the villager more than 
a bare living return for his work. 


The second answer is that the social 
changes which are beginning to take 
place in Asia are, paradoxically, one 
of the most important by-products of 
the American aid program. The im- 
position of Western technology on old 
societies is spurring the development 
of new 4deas, new attitudes and new 
results. 


For example, Western aid helps 
hasten industrialization. With indus- 
trialization comes the breaking down 
of caste. As caste breaks down, men 
are partially freed of the idea that 
they have no choice but to accept the 
fate that Providence has decreed. 


At the present state in Asia's de- 
velopment results cannot be judged 
solely in terms of well-established 
rules used to measure economic de- 
velopment in the United States, A 
broader yardstick is necessary—one 
that makes allowances for the vital 
but intangible changes Asia must ex- 
perience before the Congressman can 
see the results he wants to see.

CLASS 1 RAILROADS 
JULY INCOME DOWN 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
The Association of American 
Railroads estimated the net in- 
come to Class I rail systems for 
July at $11,000,000. the lowest 
earnings for any month since 


February, 1958. It attributed the 
low earnings to a drop in freight 
business and railway wage in- 
creases retroactive to the first 
of that month. 

The report estimated the east- 
ern railroads had a July operat- 
ing deficit of $11,000,000, while 
western lines showed a net in- 
come of $19,000,000 and southern 
railroads $3,000,000. 

The overall $11,000,000 net in- 
come for July, 1960, compared 
with $31,000,000 in the same 
month a year ago and $32,000,000 
in July, 1958. 

Net income is the amount re- 
maining after operating expense 
and allowances for fixed 
charges, including taxes. Class 1 
railroads are those having rail- 
road operating income of $3,000,- 
000 or more annually. 

The A.A.R. report estimated 
the net for the first seven 
months of 1960 at $248,000,000 
against $339,000,000 in the same 
months of 1959 and $203,000,000 
in the corresponding period of 
1958. 

The report said operating rev- 
enues in the first seven months 
of this year declined 3.4 per cent 
and operating expenses dropped |

In the 1950 census, the popula- 
tion of Connecticut’s congression- 
al districts ranged from 274,000 
to 540,000—a difference of 264,000 
between the smallest and the big- 
gest.

Thus, in one district (the fifth, 
in the northwest) 316,000 people 
are represented by one Congress- 
man, while in another (the First, 
Hartford and points north) 686,- 
000 are represented by one. In 
other words, the people of the 
Fifth district have twice as much 
representation as the people of 
the First. If Connecticut does 
not redistrict, this disproportion 
will remain.

Back to School, Back to Schedule 


Time to Stock Up 
On Staples 
For Lunch Boxes 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


IT’S INVENTORY .TIME in 
homes where children must 
carry their lunches to school; 
time to take stock of supplies 
that will be needed for the five- 
times-a-week chore of packing a 
lunch, 


Many a crisis will be avoided 
if a certain shelf is set aside and 
kept well filled with such staples 
as canned fish, peanut butter, 
canned soups for the vacuum 
bottle, and jars of olives and 
pickles. 

It’s smart planning to set up a 
lunch packing center with waxed 
paper, foil, sandwich bags, paper 
napkins and containers of vari- 
ous sizes grouped together. (Re- 
member every minute counts in 
that morning rush.) This is the 
week to make certain that all of 
these essentials are on hand—or 
on the marketing list. 


Of course lunch should fit into 
the general meal pattern for the 
day. If the child is to buy his 
lunch at school, you may want 
to form the habit many readers 
have reported to us of clipping 
the public grade school lunch 
menus from this food section and 
saving them for reference when 
planning dinner menus to avoid 
duplication. 


NOW LET’S take a iook at the 
current list of ‘“‘good buys’’ that 
might fit into the school lunch 
box. 


Medium and small size eggs 
(ideal for children) are by far a 
better buy than the large ones. 

Chickens are still cheap, and 
what is better than a chicken 
sandwich? 

There are plentiful supplies 
of beef. Ham is on the list of 
attractive meat buys. Bacon is 
an excellent value (remember 
that youngsters need a good 
breakfast, too). Table-ready 
meats are reasonable, when one 
considers that there is no waste. 


BANANAS, ideal for lunch 
boxes, are moderately priced. 
More eating apples are showing 
up in the markets—moderately 
priced Golden Delicious of ex- 
cellent quality, some Delicious 
which are higher; Cooking ap 
ples, of course,, age low. ) 

The better quality cantaloupes 
will cost a little more money 
this week. Home-growns..are at 
the end of the season; Rocky 
Fords from Colorado are here 
along with higher priced ones 
from California. 


Specialty melons (Casabas, 
Cranshaws and Persians) are as 
cheap as they will be since the 
peak of the season has passed 
in the West. Incidentally, it is 
interesting to note that a local 
grower is now raising some 
home-grown Persian melons. 


Peaches are trending upwards 
as they become less plentiful. 
California Bartlett pears are 
here in light supply and at high 
prices. Pineapples are moderate- 
ly priced; limes still an out- 
standing buy. 


If you want to make Damson 
plum jelly, now is the time. 

Tokay grapes are increasing 
in volume. White seedless varie- 
ties are moderately priced, 
black Ribiers are high. Jelly 
grapes are available at reason- 
able prices, with quality vari- 
able. 

Italian prunes are available, 
but prices are far from cheap. 


Watermelons remain abundant 
and a real bargain, and there 
are still plenty of blueberries 
so enjoy them while you may. 


LAST WEEK’S hot weather 
has taken a toll of many locally 
grown vegetables. For instance, 
good home-grown corn is scarce 
but some excellent pre-cooled 
corn from out-state is available 
at moderate ‘prices. 


Tomatoes also are showing 
damage from the heat. Those 
shipped in from Michigan are of 
fair quality; the California ones 
are the best but the most ex- 
pensive. 


There is a wide range in price 
and condition of lettuce. The 
best is moderately priced; that 
which is low in cost is of very 
doubtful quality. However, leaf 
lettuce is inexpensive; endive, 
escarole and romaine moderately 
priced. 


Despite the hot-weather cas- 
ualties, the list of “‘good buys” 
in vegetables is still fairly 
lengthy. 

Eggplant and peppers are out- 
standing values; do plan to take 
advantage of these high-quality 
and low-cost vegetables. 

Crisp, firm heads of cabbage 
(perfect for slaw) are most rea- 
sonable. So are carrots and cel- 
ery, both of which are excellent

school, do make every effort to make it 
outlines requirements for a well-balanced

MANY A YOUNGSTER is bemoaning the opening of school; 
many a mother is bemoaning the daily chore of packing a lunch. 
But duty must be faced, and mother’s obligation to furnish an 
attractive and nutritionally sound lunch is no less than that of 
her offspring to learn his sums and grammar. 


Certainly it is preferable that 
children eat a hot lunch when- 
ever possible, but when it isn’t 
it is squarely up to mother to 
send her small fry away with a 
well-planned lunch. 


Just what is a well-planned 
carried lunch for a school child? 
It is one that is well-balanced, 
attractive in appearance, and 
good to eat. 


Remember that lunch should 
be a real meal, not just a snack; 
it should provide about one-third 
of the child’s requirements for 
the day. As a sort of yardstick 
or basic pattern, the lunch 
should include two ounces pro- 
tein-rich foods (such as poultry, 
meat, fish, eggs or cheese); 
three-fourths cup vegetables or 
fruit (or both); one or more 
portions of enriched or whole 
grain bread with butter or forti- 
fied margarine, and a glass of 
milk.

Sandwiches 
From the 
Freezer 


SMART HOMEMAKERS use 
their freezers to save time in 
preparing sandwiches for the 
lunch box. Sandwiches made 
ahead of time, then frozen to 
stay fresh, are a real time-saver, 

Frozen sandwiches can be 
packed in the lunch box in the 
morning, and by noon will be 
thawed and ready to eat, still 
cool and fresh. 


When making sandwiches. to 
freeze, it’s smart to make a 
quantity at a time. Here’s an 
easy way to make 16 sandwiches 
with a minimum of time and ef- 
fort—as streamlined a procedure 
as the assembly line in a fac- 
tory. 

First, set out all the sandwich 
ingredients. 

Next, line up the bread slices 
in four rows of four. 

Spread each slice of bread 
with softened butter or marga- 
rine. 

Then place meat, cheese or 
filling on the bread. 

Finally, close the sandwiches 
with slices of buttered bread. 

When all sandwiches are cov- 
ered, start at one corner and 
cut through a diagonal row with 
one motion. (This saves time, 
because it isn’t necessary to 
move each sandwich to another 
location for cutting. Remember, 
it’s the little things that coun 
in time-saving.) 

Wrap each sandwich separate- 
ly in moisture-vapor-proof ma- 
terial. Tape the ends securely 
with freezer tape and label the 
tape to show kind of filling. 

Sandwiches should be stored 
no longer than two weeks. To 
thaw, remove from freezer and 
leave in wrappings; they'll be 
thawed and ready to eat within 
four or. five hours. - , 

Fillings that freeze well in- 
clude cvoked egg yolk; cooked 
or canned chicken, turkey or 
fish; cooked or canned meat; 
dried beef. 

For chopped fillings, these 
“binders” freeze well and add 
new flavor-interest: lemon, or- 
ange or pineapple juice; crushed 
pineapple; applesauce; dairy 


nous ag a tune played over and 
over. 


For example, it takes only a 
few seconds to carve a grinning 
face on an apple, paint the open 
spaces with lemon juice to pre- 
vent them from darkening—but 
that one small gesture will mean 
a great deal to one small child 
at noon. 

A bright, shiny package in the 
lunch box is another intriguing 
bit of theatrics to add interest 
to the noon hour. Use quilted 
foil to wrap a fresh vegetable 
relish combination of celery 
sticks and a radish, or a piece 
of favorite candy, 


No gimmick is too small to 
keep a carried lunch from be- 
coming monotonous. Try making 
a sandwich on half whole wheat 
and half white bread; cut into 


triangles, and spear on carrot 


sticks (you may have to make 
a small hole in each with a 
sharp knife before inserting the 
carrot stick.) A sweet sandwich 
can take the place of dessert for 
a change; it might be made with 
that old New England favorite 
combination of peanut butter 
and marshmallow fluff. Wrap 
the sandwich in quilted alumi- 
num foil to keep it as fresh as 
when it was packed. 


Another dessert which is a 
universal childhood favorite is a 
banana with chocolate coated 
graham crackers. Bananas are 


already “‘wrapped’”’ by nature, 
so there is no preparation what- 
ever involved in placing them in 
the lunch box. To make the 
chocolate coated graham crack- 
ers, heat one-half package (four 
squares) semi-sweet chocolate 
over hot water until partly melt- 
ed; then remove from hot water 
and stir rapidly until entirely 
melted. Spread thinly on tops of

Cookies 
For the 
Lunch Box 


EVEN THE DESSERT in the 
lunch box can serve a nutritional 
purpose as well as please the 
youngster, if it is chosen with 
care. Cookies are a wise choice, 
either alone or to be eaten with 
fresh fruit. 


Today’s excellent mixes make 
it possible to keep the cookie jar 
filled with a minimum amount 
of time or work. For variety 
(that all important key word in 
planning packed lunches), do 
make some “from scratch” oc- 
casionally. 


A soft, fruit-filled cookie is 
ideal for lunch boxes. This one 
is a modern version of a filled 
cookie recipe; can be put to- 
gether in a fraction of the time 
most old-fashioned recipes of 
this type required. There is no 
tedious rolling and cutting; sim- 
ply spread the dough in a pan 
with a spatula, top with a good 
raisin filling, arrange strips of 
dough in a lattice over the top 
and bake. Cut into squares or 
bars when cool. 


Sweet raisins, brown sugar 
and lemon make the good fruit 
filling which keeps these filled 
bars fresh and soft for days. In 
fact, they are better a day or 
two after baking than when 
fresh from the oven. 


Filled Raisin Bars. 
One-half cup butter or mar- 
garine. 
One cup sugar. 
One egg. 
One teaspoon vanilla. 
Two tablespoons milk. 


Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour. 


One teaspoon baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Raisin Filling. 

Raisin Filling: 

One and one-half cups light or 
dark raisins. 

One-half cup water. 


One-fourth cup brown sugar 
(packed). 


One teaspoon cornstarch. 


One teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, 


One tablespoon lemon juice. 


One-half teaspoon powdered 
ginger. 


One-fourth teaspoon salt, 


Cream butter, sugar, egg and 
vanilla together. Blend in milk. 


Sift flour, baking powder and 
salt into creamed mixture. Blend 
well. Chill. 

Spread about two-thirds of 
dough in greased nine-inch 
square pan, using spatula or 
back of spoon. Cover with Raisin 
Filling. 

Roll remaining dough and cut 
into narrow strips (or shape 
with hands into narrow rolls). 
Place over filling to make lat- 
tice. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (375 degrees) about 30 min- 
utes, until browned. Cool in pan. 
Cut into squares or bars, 

Raisin Filling: Rinse, drain 
and coarsely chop raisins. Add 
all remaining ingredients and 
simmer until thickened, about 10 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 


Cool before spreading over 
cookie dough. 


Yield: about 24 bars about two 
and one-fourth by one inch.

Cereal Jewel Squares. 

One-third cup butter or mar- 
garine. 

Six cups small marshmallows. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Eight cups ready-to-eat oat 
cereal,

spiced gum drop candies. 

Combine butter, marshmallows 
and salt in large fry pan. Place 
over very low heat and allow 
marshmallows to melt, stirring 
until mixture is smooth. Remove 
from heat and stir in cereal and 
candies. 

Press mixture into an even 
layer into two lightly buttered 
square (nine by nine by two 
inch) pans. Allow to cool and 
set. Cut into squares. Serve 
plain or top each square with a 
bit of melted semi-sweet choco- 
late. 


Yield: 72 squares.

_ They wanted something to sell that everybody had a 
pressing need for. 

Demby researched this by asking psychological questions 
and getting psychological replies. 

“What everybody wants—and I don’t mean mink coats, 
those are only symptoms. What everybody has a pressing 
need for is a green lawn,”’ said Demby. 

Prior Products was flabbergasted. Because they were 
thinking in terms of a better mousetrap. In fact, were tooled 
up for it with an attractive, plastic green cheese bait. 


But Demby explained that many husbands were 
“forced to manicure lawns for long hours during 
so-called free weekends—at a great risk to life and 
limb.”

Grandma Moses on How to Reach 10 
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Her Rules for Not Growing Old Are Se wih ae in an iT Keep Laughing’

YOUR FIRST IMPRESSION 
of Grandma Moses is that she’s 
very fragile and very cold. 

She’s sitting in the living room, 
looking small at one end of a 
big sofa, wearing a blue print 
dress and pink sweater, with a 
black ribbon around her throat. 
Her arthritic fingers are curled 
together in her lap. 

You advance hesitantly. How 
do you address America’s best 
known primitive painter, who 
now is 100 years old and still 
paints every day? Is it too for- 
ward to call her “Grandma,” or 
will she expect it? Do you have 
to shout? 

But she has sighted company. 
Her face lights up in a gamin 
grin, her hazel eyes sparkle be- 
hind their spectacles, she quick- 
ly pats her white hair in place. 
Her welcoming hand grasps 
yours with startling vigor. 

Tapping a chair beside her, 
she waits until you’re seated in 
it and then smiles, inviting con- 
versation.

With childlike delight she 
points out gifts from admirers 
she’s never met: Florida sea-

mantle, a toy papoose souvenir 
from Brownsville, Nebr., that 
came in the day’s mail along 
with a pair of shoes (‘‘They fit 
nicely, but I don’t’ need them. 
People keep a-sending me 
things,” she says wonderingly,

With the sagacity of experi- 
ence she gives her rules for not 
growing old: Keep busy, keep in 
young company, keep laughing.

“Granama,”’ chides her daugh- 
ter-in-law. 

Grandma just winks. 

Her 100th birthday was yester- 
day, but the chief celebration 
was held last Sunday so that old 
friends from Chester, Pa.,

the weekend. 

Just family and friends gath- 
ered at the brick ranch-type 
house off Route 67 near Eagle 
Bridge, and not far from the 
Vermont border, where she lives 
with her youngest son, Forrest, 
a truck farmer, and his wife, 
Mary. Grandma’s one concern 
about the whole affair was that 
her daughter-in-law, whom she 
says isn’t well now, was going 
to too much trouble. She doesn’t 
like fuss. 

Later, ir. an artier celebration 
of her birthday, a comprehensive 
exhibition of 45 of her paintings 
depicting events in her life will 
open at I.B.M. Galleries in New 
York City next Monday. 

Last month she enjoyed her- 
self hugely at a pre-birthday ob- 
servance at the Southern Ver- 
mont Art Center in Manchester, 
where her portrait by painter 
Dean Fausett was unveiled.

You ask Grandma Moses 
who’s her favorite painter, ex- 
pecting her to say Rousseau of 
Edward Hick or some other fa- 
mous primitive, and she retorts 
promptly: “‘Dean Fausett.”’

“As a child, everything had to 
be red. The redder it was the 
prettier, I thought. I wanted a 
red dress so bad, but I never 
had one. When I was 90 years 
old, someone sent me the red- 
dest percale I ever saw. Know 
what I did? Made dresses for my 
great granddaughters.”’ 


Grandma was born Anna Mary 
R@bertson on a farm not far 
from where she lives now. One 
of 10 children, she received the 
usual rudimentary education 
farm girls got in those days and 
left home at 12 to become a hired 
girl in the neighborhood. 

At 27 she married a young 
farmer, Thomas Salmon Moses. 
They went to live in the Shenan- 
doak valley in Virginia, ‘‘a para- 
dise on earth,”’ she calls it. There 
five of her 10 children died in 
infancy. 

The family returned to upstate 
New York in 1905 and bought the 
farm Grandma Moses still owns. 
Her husband died in 1927. Until

There such a thing as ‘‘social 
drinking,” and there such a 
thing as “alcoholism,” and 
there’s a line between them. 
But the line is different for 
each individual. 

Alcoholism and social drink- 
ing can involve just beer, or 


* cocktail parties, or a few drinks 


before dinner. 


As long as the main purpose 
is friendly conviviality, it’s so- 
cial drinking. When that is no 
longer the real purpose, but the 
individual depends on the alco- 
hol, and that is the real purpose 
of his drinking, he has gone be- 
yond sheer social drinking. 

The personality of the drinker 
is important. How much does 
he depend on alcohol to forget 
his tensions or worries? Does he 
fee] the pressure if he does not 
have alcohol? How severely? 

Not too long ago I saw a 
pamphlet, originally prepared by 
the Connecticut Commission on 
Alcoholism, later reprinted by 
the North Carolina Alcoholic Re- 
habilitation Program and then by 
the Michigan State Board of 
Alcoholism, and perhaps by oth- 
ers since, called “‘Sam, the Half- 
Man in Industry.” 

Sam, a good man, gets a pro- 
motion. He celebrates with alco- 
hol. He likes his evenings and

LIFE INSURANCE LOANS: People have been borrowing 
increasingly against life insurance cash values. Such loans 
recently have jumped by more than 40 per cent. One reason: 
Low interest rates—usually around 5 per cent. This is less than 
the 6 per cent or more banks may charge a small business 
man for a three- or six-month loan, for example, far less than 
a finance or small loan company may charge for financing a 
car or a vacation, or for settling medical expenses. There’s 
also the convenience: On an insurance loan, you need not 
promise to repay at any set date. Which can be a danger. 
And many insurance companies—although the loans are com- 
pletely safe for them—try to discourage borrowing on policies 
except when there’s urgent need because too many borrowers 
never repay and their families suffer later when death benefits 
are reduced.

SOME TIME BACK, at the re- 
quest of a reader, | wrote at 
length on the subject of sour- 


‘ dough, a subject which I knew 


little or nothing about. I gave 
the results of my research into 
the matter, and the reaction 
from my readers was varied. 
Some wrote and said, with 
thanks, they had made some ex- 
cellent sourdough pancakes and 
bread. Others wrote in to say 
they had followed the directions 
and nothing whatever happened. 
Since I was at a loss to explain 
this seeming paradox, I just let 
the matter drop. 

But the answer to the problem 
seems to have appeared on my 
desk, in the form of a new cook- 
book called ‘‘Alaskan Cookbook,”’ 
written by Mrs. O. R. Cleveland 
who spent 18 years up there in 
Alaska, and who writes about 
frontier living and cooking, in- 
cluding sourdough, with a great 
deal of authority. 

Sourdough, she points out, has 
become the Alaskan synonym 
for pioneer. There are a lot of 
stories about the name and its 
use, but she likes best the one 
about an old prospector named 
Sourdough Pete who, as a young 
man, left his home in Michigan 
bound for Alaska. His grand- 
mother gave him a _ covered 
crock with the words, ‘“‘Hang on 
to this, buy yourself a sack of 
flour, and you'll always have 
something to eat.’’ The crock, of 
course, contained a ‘‘starter.’’ 

Pete shared his yeasty batter 
and in time sourdough became 
the mainstay of Alaska. A man’s 
crock of starter was so impor- 
tant to him he would take it to 
bed to keep it from freezing. 


ANYWAY, here’s Mrs. Cleve- 
land’s recipe for a_ starter: 
Crumble. two cakes of , com- 
pressed yeast into a crock or jar 
with a wide mouth and a cover. 
Never use a metal container. 
Then add two tablespoons of 
sugar and two cups of lukewarm 
water. Mix until it’s smooth. Sift 
four cups of flour twice, add it 
all at once, and beat it to a 
smooth batter. Keep it in a 
warm place. for 24 to 30 hours 
and it should be ready to use. 
If it isn’t don’t write to me. 
Write to your congressman, or 
somebody. 

Now, if you want to make 
some sourdough hotcakes, take 
three cups of the starter and put 
it in a large mixing bowl. It’s 
going to increase considerably in 
bulk. Add two tablespoons of 
sugar and a fourth of a teaspoon 
of salt. Thin it to pancake con- 
sistency with water and let it 
stand overnight. In the morning 
add a beaten egg, half a tea- 
spoon of soda and a tablespoon 
of melted butter. Beat until well 
blended. 

Now, to the batter left in the 
crook, add a cupful of water at 
room temperature, a cup of 
sifted flour, beat until well 
mixed, put in a warm place, and 
you still have your starter. Let it 
stand at room temperature about 
three hours and then put it in 
the refrigerator. 


MRS. CLEVELAND’S BOOK 
also tells how to make sour- 
dough bread, sourdough muffins, 
sourdough waffles and even sour- 
dough angel cake. In fact, Mrs. 
Cleveland’s book is almost indis- 
pensable to anyone who finds 
himself stranded on the frontier 
with not much in the way of sup- 
plies. .It contains recipes for 
making your own soap, your own 
vinegar, your own hand lotion, 
your own cold cream and your 
own furniture polish, among 
other things. 


SO MUCH for sourdough. We 
had rather hoped to be able to 
say as much also for gooseberry 
pie and potato salad. But the let- 
ters keep coming in. One man, 
Harry Langston, writes to tell us 
something of the history of the 
gooseberry. Did you know, for 
instance, it’s a native of Europe 
and North Africa and was intro- 
duced into England in the Six- 
teenth Century? There are two 
varieties, the round and the ob- 
long, and it seems you never 
know what color a gooseberry is 
going to be when ripe. It may be 
red, yellow, green or white. 

Mr. Langston also sends HIS 
recipe for gooseberry pie, but 
we don’t want to start that 
again.
